A part of the car tore its way through 
the double show window, smashing the 
glass and sending a shower of sharp mis- 
siles over persons in the street and the 
passengers imprisoned in the car. By 4

caped striking the main pillar of the four- 
story house on the corner. Had the car 
struck this pillar there is little doubt that 
the whole four-story structure on the cor- 
ner would have tumbled down. 


One Car Crashed Into a Flat. 


The third car of the train, hurled for- 
ward by the weight of those behind it, 
was shoved over the elevated structure 
and its forward end was forced through 
the window of the apartment of Mrs. 
James G. Crowe, who lives above the 
drug store. The car rocked for a mo- 
ment and seemed as if about to fall into 
the street. Then it settled, its forwarg 
end held by the sill of the window and 
the fire escape, and hung suspended like 
a bridge across the street. The frantic 
passengers clambered out of the windows 
and along the roof into the apartments 
of Mrs. Crowe, and thence to the street. 

In the meantime word had been sent to 
the officials of the road, and the power 
had been shut off from the third rail. 
The passengers in the first. car, which 
kept the track around the curve into 
Fifty-third Street, and in the fourth and 
fifth cars, while badly shaken up and 
scared, had hesitated about leaving the 
cars out of fear of the third rail. As 
soon as it was known that the current 
had been shut off, everybody got out and 
walked to the nearest station. By this 

. time the police and ,doctors and nurses 
had arrived, and there was something like 
orderly rescue work going on. 

When the wrecking crew arrived, all the 
injured had been taken out of the car and 
hurried to Roosevelt, New York, Bellevue, 
and Flower Hospitals, the greatest num- 
ber going to Roosevelt, which was only 
six blocks away. At that time eight bod- 
fes had been laid out on the sidewalk and 
in the drug store. All were men. The 
bodies later were put in patrol wagons 
and taken to the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station to await identification. 


Policeman Injured on the Sidewalk. 


Coroner Scholer was on hand ten min- 
utes after the wreck occurred, or seven 
minutes after the alarm of fire was turned 
in by Policeman Edward Moran, who 
was standing at the corner when the car 
toppled over. He was talking to Police- 
man Aikens, who was caught under the 
wreck and so badly hurt that his death 
fis momentarily expected in Roosevelt 
Hospital. Moran’s escape was miraculous. 
But he didn’t stop to think about this; 
he went to work. By turning every 
‘wagon he found in the neighborhood into 
@n-ambulance he had fifteen of the in- 
jured in Roosevelt Hospital before the 
regular ambulances arrived. 

Coroner Scholer was at his home, 311 
‘West Forty-eighth Street, when the fire 
alarm installed in his home rang. A 
moment later “‘ four sixes,”’ the call for 
an accident and ambulances was sounded, 
and the Coroner jumped on a truck 
standing in front of his house and hus- 
tled the driver to the box at Fifty-fifth 
Street and Ninth Avenue, from which the 
elarm had been sent. He reached the 
wreck before the police arrived, and at 
once gave orders that no switches or 
lights be touched until he had made an 
investigation. 

A few minutes later some of the offi- 
cials of the road got there. An examina- 
tion was then made, and it was found 
that on the first car of the train the 
signals were set for Ninth Avenue. In 
the switch tower the signal was _ set 
for the approach of a Sixth Avenue 
train. From this the Coroner drew two 
conclusions, either the signal on the train 
had been changed, from Sixth to Ninth 
Avenue after the first car had gone 
around the curve, or the towerman, mis- 
taking the motorman’s signal, had set 
the switch for Sixth Avenue, Coroner 
Scholer was positive that the switch had 
not been turned or the signals changed 
after his arrival. 


Blame the Motorman. 


The Coroner and the officials of the road 
agree that Motorman Kelly should have 
seen that the tower signals were set for 
Sixth Avenue, and as he was running a 
Ninth Avenue train should have stopped 
until he got the proper signals to proceed 
down Ninth Avenue. Vice President } 
Bryan and General Manager Hedley say 
that in running ahead full speed against 
the. wrong signals Kelly disobeyed the 
most stringent rule of the railroad com- | 
pany. 

After the crash, Jackson, the towerman, 
left the tower and hurried to the offices 
of the Interborough Company in the| 
Park Row building, where he made his| 
report. He then went to his home in West | 
Twenty-second Street, where he was 
arrested at noon. 

Jackson told Vice President Bryan the 
signals on the wrecked train were set for 
Sixth Avenue, and that he had thrown 
the switch for the train to take the curve. 
The train came thundering on, without 
slowing up as a Sixth Avenue train 
should do, and Jackson knew that some- 
thing was wrong. But there was nothing 
he could do. and the next instant the 
crash came. Had the train slowed up 
it would have taken the curve 
trouble. For an instant before 
wreck Jackson thought that if Kelly had 
made a mistake in his signals he would 
stop his train and back up, but he was 
going too fast then to slow down. At 
that point the curve is perfectly flat, not 
being banked up on one side as are curves 
intended to be taken by fast-moving 
trains. It is on account of this flat curve 
that trains are ordered to take the turn 
very slowly. 

That the signals were set for Ninth

Avenue when the officials and the Cor-! 


oner reached the first car is not signifi- 
cant, according to Mr. Bryan and Mr. 
Hedley. They said last night that Kelly 
might have turned the signals to Ninth 
Avenue when he saw his error. This can 
be done by turning a small wheel. Both 


officials characterized as nonsense a re-! 


port that when Jackson saw that the 


train was making the curve at full speed | 


and that an error must have been made 


he threw the switch and derailed the | 


cars. They said that it would have been 
impossible for the towerman to throw 
the switch while the cars were on the 
track. 


As Policeman Moran Saw It. 


Policeman Moran was the first person 
in the street to see the wreck. He was on 
post and standing in front of the drug 
store at Fifty-third Street and Ninth 
Avenue. He had said “ good morning” 
to Harry Aiken of the Seventh District 
Court squad when the train thundered 
overhead and took, the curve. He knew 
something was wrong, as he heard the 
splintering of timbers overhead and yelleq 
to Aiken to ‘“ Look out,” and ran past 
him. Instead of running, Aiken looked 
up. As he did so the car fell and he was 
caught under the front end. 

Moran ran to the fire alarm box at Fif- 
ty-fifth Street and Ninth Avenue and 
turned in an alarm, following it with the 
“Four Sixes.’’” Next he ran to the office 
of Donnelly’s express, at Fifty-fourth 
Street, and called up Police Headquarters 
on the telephone. He told what had 
happened and asked that every avail- 
able ambulance and physician be sent. 
Then he hustled back to Fifty-third 
Street. When he got there, Aiken, 
in spite of his injuries, had crawled out 
from under the car and was trying to

In another moment Aiken fell exhausted. 
“Eddie, I'm badly hurt; take care of 
me, won't you?” he said to Moran. 
Moran grabbed a truck horse which 
was standing across the street and 
led it over to where Aiken lay. He 
put the wounded policeman in 
wagon, Then he extricated two women 
and put them in with Aiken. The driver 
drove to Roosevelt Hospital, while Moran 


scoured the neighborhood for more trucks. | 
He found four, and in these he piled twelve | 


of the injured and sent them to Roosevelt 
| Hospital. By this time other policemen 
began to arrive, and many citizens were 
heiping. But Moran worked on until the 
wreck was cleared away. He got to his 
station house about o'clock, and was 
making his report when his wife and three 
children, weeping, walked into the station. 
The woman told the Sergeant that che 
had_heard a policeman had been killed, 
and she feared it was ‘‘ Eddie,”’ as she 
had heard nothing from him. The Ser- 
geant led her to the back room, where 
Moran was industriously writing out his 


report. When Mrs. Moran saw her hus- 

band was safe she fainted, womanlike. 

Moran told the Sergeant that one of the 

men, who might have been taken to the 
hospital, had not received his injuries in 
the wreck. He said that while he was 
| working to extricate a woman he saw the 
man slip his hand into the pocket of a 
mackintosh lying on the ground and take 
out a small silver purse. In an instant 
Moran had him by the throat, Then the 
fellow handed over the purse. 

‘‘I smashed him a good one between the 
eyes and he rolled over in the street with 
some of the wounded,”’ said Moran. ‘I 
paid no attention to him after that. I had 
more important work to do.”

At the first trial the ropes 
broke and the big car came crashing. to 
the street. It gave an idea of what 
| might have happened had the whole car 
gone over when the wreck occurred.

| one person in the car would have escaped 
|alive. When the car struck the sidewalk 
it tore another hole in the flagging and 
demolished what was left of the drug 
store window. 

The wreckers then went at it with axes, 
and in less than an hour it had been 
chopped into pieces small enough to be 
|carced away. Another set of men got 
the car hanging over the street on a flat 
car, and it was hauled away. The first, 
fourth, and fifth cars were still on their 
trucks, and were run up to the barns. 

Much indignation was expressed at the 
ticket agents who continued to sell tick- 
ets until the stations were so jammed 
that persons could not get up the stair- 
ways. This was kept up all during the 
morning rush hours. Finally the ticket 
agents said that trains would not be run- 
ning until noon, and the waiting passen- 
gers took the Subway or the surface 
lines. The rush to the Subway knocked 
out the schedules there. The expresses 
were jammed to their capacity, and the 
|} locals had to run on such slow headway

MR. THOMPSON’S LIGHTS 
BURNING ALL THE NIGHT 


No One in Hotel Where Editor 
Was Murdered Noticed This. 


HIS WATCH WAS STOLEN, TOO 


It Is an Old-Fashioned Key-Winder 
and May Furnish a Valuable 
Clue to the Police. 


Although detectives of the Central Of- 
fice and of the West Forty-seventh Street 
Station agree that Jacob H. Thompson, 
for forty years exchange editor of THB 
NEw YorK TimMEs, met his death in the 
Hotel St. James last Thursday night by 
assault, they have found no clue that 
leads to the murderer. How a man 
without an enemy could be brutally as- 
saulted and robbed in a quiet hotel with- 
out attracting the slightest attention from 
occupants of rooms on both sides of the 
apartment in which the tragedy occurred 
is something which passes the under- 
standing of the police. 

Five detectives from Central Office cnd 
three from the local precinct have de- 
voted all their ability to solving the mys- 
tery of the murder in the Hotel St. James 
last Friday morning. The result so far 
is practically nil. 

It has been shown, however, by the 
Coroner's autopsy that Mr. Thompson 
was murdered; that the original theory 
that Mr. Thompson was a victim of apo- 
plexy was wrong. It has been shown, 
too, that Mr. Thompson was robbed of his 
wallet, in which he was in the habit of 


carrying two or three hundred dollars at | 


atime. He was also robbed of his watch. 
For these articles the police are now look- 
ing.

| lic yesterday, is an old-fashioned one of 


the key-winder type.

|To Place Care of 60,000,000 Acres of 
Reserve on Efficient Basis—Fed- 


eral Lumber Business.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Congress will 
be asked this Fall to organize on a per- 
manent basis 
has taken charge of the numerous reser- 
vations that heretofore have been con- 
treolled by the Secretary of the Interior. 
On July 1, the forest reservations passed 
over to the Department of Agriculture. 

One of the first steps in a systematic 
| direction of the large force of forest 
rangers and supervisors is~to order that 
they wear a uniform, to be provided at | 
their own expense, Bids will be invited 
for a supply for the whole force, so that | 
the cost may be reduced. 

The cloth is of the same quality as that 
used by the army in the field, but the 
color is a neutral or drab green. A special 
| button design has been adopted, an em- 
bessed fir tree in the centre, between the 
words ‘“ Forest’’ and “ Service.’’ Flannel 
shirts of gray have been chosen, and the 
hat will be of gray felt, with a three-inch 
brim, Black riding boots, similar to those 
worn by the cavalry, and a double-breast- 
ed overcoat to match the uniform, have 
been specified. 

The next step will involve bonding the 
entire force. There are now more than 800 
rangers and supervisors, who are author- 
ized to take deposits from bidders for 
“down” timber, diseased trees, or even 
for ripe timber, There are under the res- 
ervation system 60,000,000 acres, and with- 
in a year there will be fully 50,000,000 

nore added to the Government forest. 

In the control and management of this 
|area, the United States, to quote Secre- 
tary Wilson, ‘‘ has gone into the lumber 
business.”’ If there should be an average 
of three or four deposits a month with 
each ranger, the amount in the hands of 
the force would run up to $500,000 every 
season. 

The smallest amount that is accepted 
as a deposit is $20,000, and this is for- 
warded by the supervisors to Washing‘on. 
Even here there has been no provision for 
a bonded custodian. No trouble has oc- 
curred so far, owing to the sharp inspec- 
tion of the service ordered by Secretary 
Wilson. He is preparing s plan for reor- 
ganization of the whole system of forest 
service, with a view to securing from 
Congress suitable legislation. 

It is the expectation that within a few 
years the Government will control the sale 
of from $2,000,000 to $12,000,000 worth of 
lumber from reservations annually. Un- 
der systematic management of these for- 
ests, the prevention of fires and of whole- 
sale cutting, the new growth will more 
than replace the annual cut.

Number of New Pupils Far Ex- 
ceeds the Estimated 40,000. 


610,000 ON THE, FIRST DAY 


Notwithstanding the Many New Builld- | 


Ings, All Are Crowded — None 
to be Turned Away. 


An army of 610,000 children started for | 
school] yesterday morning. Of these some; 
83,000 will be restricted to part time in- 
struction, at least for a time. This is 
merely an estimate gathered from the re- | 
ports of the various district Superintend- | 
ents, who themselves merely gave an idea 
of what they thought their ultimate totals | 
would show. These totals will ali be, 
ready by Wednesday next, when Supt. | 
Maxwell has promised to make them pub- | 
lic. 

From this it appears that notwithstand- | 
ing the many new buildings which were | 
put up this year the number of children 
who knocked at the school doors for ad- 
mission was far greater than had been 
estimated. It was thought that there 
would be about 40,000 new applicants for 
admissfon to the schols when they opened, | 
but as it now appears there were more 
than that. ‘he Board of Education had | 
promised that about 35,000 new sittings 
would be ready yesterday, but this proved | 
to be an estimate born of hupe, for when | 
s=the school day began there really were 
only 25,420 sittings ready.

It was believed that | 
the opening of this school would make it} 
possible for the Building Department to 
tear down the old Marion Street school, 
but the large number of applicants made | 
that impossible. : 

It is reasonably certain that within the 
next two weeks 10,000 additional sittings | 
will be ready. By various manoeuvres 
and economy of space the Board of Edu- | 
cation expects to lower the number of 
part-time’ pupils to 70,000 by Oct. 1. 

The Brownsville section of Brooklyn is 
having trouble owing to the rapidly in- 
creasing population of young Americans 
over there. A great deal of the conges- 
tion there is due to the fact that old Pub- 
lic School No. 66 could not be opened. The 
structure is being moved to make room 
for a new building. Owing to strikes old 
Public School No. 110, in Driggs Avenue, 
Brooklyn, which is being repaired, could 
also not be opened. 


A Bad Day to Start. 


The day was not an ideal one for the 
children. It dawned gloomily, and a 
sprinkling of rain began to fall while the 
few tardy ones were making their initial 
trip for a start in education, which their | 
parents more than they seemed to think 


necessary. At the beginning of the after- | 
noon session it was raining steadily, and | 
large crowds of children stood in the rain 
waiting to be enrolled.

; The report on Spring wheat showed a 
small deterioration in condition in Au- 
gust, but less than usual for that month. 
The total indicated wheat crop, taking 
the Winter wheat crop as estimated last 
month, is 704,447,000 bushels, a falling 
off of about 5,000,000 bushels as compared 
| with the indications a month ago, but 
| larger than any crop since 1901, when a 
total wheat crop of 748,460,000 bushels 
was harvested. 

The report, for the second time, was 
published at noon, instead of at 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, as was formerly the 


custom. The cereal markets, however, 
were only slightly affected by the fig- 
jures, which corresponded pretty clonely 
with the general expectation of the mar- 
ket. The very favorable character of the 
report, especially so far as the corn crop 
was concerned, exerted a good influence 
on the stock market, serving to strength- 
en it after the reaction in the morning.

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COUNTERFEITERS CAN'T 
GET GOVERNMENT AID 


Positively No Plates Will Be Is- 
sued, Says Chief Wilkie. 


BLOW TO ILLINOIS INDUSTRY 


An Ingenuous Youth There Just Want- 
ed to Borrow a Plant and Gave 
a Good Excuse. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Chief Wilkie 
of the Secret Service has declined with- 
out thanks an offer to aid in catching a 
gang of counterfeiters in Illinois. Mr. 
Wilkie withholds the name of the young 
man who sent the letter, which is as fol- 
lows: ~ 

“Sirs: There is a gang of counterfeit- 
ers around here and they wish me to 
join them. I am the last member to be 


|taken in and I am going to give them 


away, as I don’t wish to join them. I 
have been round here about two years 
and they told me they had watched me 
all the time. They are satisfied that am 
all right now they are watching me now 
and give me one month from to-day to 
join them. 

“Now if you wish to capture them what 
is the reward for me. As they are watch- 
ing me it would not do for you to send a 
man to watch them or even to confer 
with me. I do not know them I never 
even saw their faces as they wear masks. 
I saw their counterfeiting machinery with 
which they made $10 bills; now there are 
49 in the gang they want even 50; so they 
wish me to join. 

If the United States government wants 
them for a small reward I will make the 
plans by myself and on a set date I will 
persuade them to meet at a fixed place 
at a set hour (after joining them) when 
the detectives shall swoop down on them 
and capture the lot with .weir plates and 
all. 

“ There is only one thing that stands In 
the way and that is I must bring some 
proof that I am joining in the truest 
faith. They suggested that I bring 
some plates for $10 bus. Now, if the 
U. S. government will send me (before 
one month from to-day 1s up) a ma- 
chine or plates to make $10 or $5 
bills, everything will be fixed ready to 
make bills so the first night I will be 
able to show up good so then when I see 
their confidence is won I will get them to 
meet 2 few nights later at a given place 
and a given night the detectives can get 
them. I will get my reward, the gov- 
ernment will get its prisoners and money 
plates back from and all will be ali right. 

“I could join this band and make my 
fortune but I detest courcerfeiters and 
wish only a reward for this band. But 
try how we would they can be captured 
in no other way then the one I have just 
mentioned and described. If you move on 
it, you must let me know and supply me 
so I can go ahead quick and accurate. 
Above all a good machine and plenty of 
men when the appointed time comes and 
not one before time, to draw suspision.”’ 

“ There’s no use in counterfeiters pester- 
ing the Government for plates,” said 
Chief Wilkie, ‘‘for it’s a settled fact 
that they can’t vet even the old ones 
that are not much use for rrinting. We 
hang them up on the walls to strike 
matches on.”

Sisters Say He Was John Magner, 
Who Vanished 18 Months Ago.

RUSSIA’S DISCRIMINATING DUTIES. 

The removal of the discriminating or 
retaliatory duties which Russia has for 
some years imposed upon certain of 
our commodities will give great satis- 
faction in this country. Whether the 
act is to be construed as an expression 
of the good-will of his Imperial Maj- 
esty’s Government or as an evidence of 
special gratitude for the,great service 
which Mr. Roosgrve.t has rendered to 
the Russian Empire in initiating the 
peace negotiation is not material, since, 
whatever be the motive, the removal of 
this barrier to our commerce with Rus- 
sia must tend measurably to improve 
the relations of the two countries. 

The Czar's communication upon the 
subject speaks of the duties as having 
been imposed through “a misunder- 
standing in the interpretation of the 
most favored nation clause.” It is sat- 
isfying to know that a misunderstand- 
ing, not an intent to retaliate upon us 
for acts which were altogether in ac- 
cordance with our laws and which we 
felt to be warranted, was responsible 
for the levying of the objectionable du- 
ties. In this particular case we im- 
posed countervailing duties upon Rus- 
sian sugar under the belief that the ex- 
porters of this sugar were in receipt of 
a bounty from their Government. Our 
laws covering the case were plain, and 
not only our Supreme Court but the 
sugar conference at The Hague held it 
to be established that bounties were in 
fact paid to Russian exporters of beet 
sugar. The reply of Russia to Secre- 
tary GaGr’s order establishing the 
countervailing duties was a decree 
punishing certain classes of our ex- 
ports, mainly machinery and manu- 
factures of fron and steel, including also 
petroleum and some food products, by 
imposing upon thera a special discrimi- 
nating duty not pald by like commodi- 
ties originating in other countries. 
These discriminating duties have been 
much complained of by our exporters, 
they are now removed, and we hope 
that the incident is satisfactorily closed. 

It will not be considered ungracious, 
we trust, if we point out that in addi- 
tion to the correction of an error due to 
a misunderstanding, Americans gener- 
ally will wish that his Imperial Majes- 
ty and his advisers might see their way 
clear to exhibit their friendly senti- 
ments further by te’ing action in an- 
other matter of concern to us—we mean 
the denial of passport privileges in 
Russia to Jews coming from America. 
The late Secretary Hay made repre- 
sentations upon this subject to St. Pe- 
tersburg, which, while they were re- 
ceived in a frienc’y spirit, were with- 
out effect. The restrictions imposed at 
the Russian frontier are not only the 
source of great individual annoyance, 
but they are of some National moment. 
We feel that a passport bearing the 
name and seal of the American Secre- 
tary of State should serve not only asa 
safe conduct for an American citizen 
sojourning in any civilized land, but 
also should be accepted as a reason- 


; able guarantee that the bearer was a 


person not to be suspected nor feared. 
We hope that in good time and with the 
march of liberal ideas tn Russia these 
restrictions will disappear and due rec- 
ognition be accorded to American 
passports, of whatever race or religion 
the bearers thereof may happen to be. 


THE ELEVATED RAILROAD ACCI- 
DENT. 

The long looked for has come at last. 
Ever since the elevated rdilroads on 
Manhattan Island were opened to traf- 
fic, almost thirty years ago, pessimists 
have been predicting that some day 
there would be a huge disaster occa- 
sioned by a train “ jumping the track” 
under conditions which evidently make 
jumping the track more dangerous 
than the derailment et a train running 
at the surface. Possibly these pessi- 
mists may derive some satisfaction 
from the final,and partial, fulfillment of 
their predictions. It has not been much 
of a fulfillment. If one should go to 
work and compute the comparison of 
the victims of this accident with the 
total number of passengers carried by 
the elevated roads since they were 
opened for business, it would still be 
susceptible of demonstration that it 
was safer to travel on these reada than 
to stay at home, and run the risks of 
the innumerable accidents that there 
encompass the householder. 

Moreover, it is plain that two dis- 
tinct arf separate acts of negligence 
were necessary to bring about this ac- 
cident. One that of the signalman who 
fatally tried to remedy the effects of 
his momentary carelessness; the other 
that of the motorman who deliberately 
disregarded a signal that was set 
“against him.” But it is no doubt true 
that wherever there is a junction of 
tracks there is increased Hability to ac- 
cident. Accidents occurring in the 
early history of the roads, though we 
believe not attended with any fatal re- 
sults, induced the late Crrus W. Fieup 
cautiously to resolve that there should 
be no “junctions” on the lines. Ac- 
cordingly he established a “shuttle” 
train from Chatham Square to City 
Hall, and another shuttle from Forty- 
second Street and Third Avenue to the 
Grand Central.

The only joint in the armor of the mos- 
quito theory is the negligible one that a 
universal negative cannot be proved to 
the satisfaction of those to whom the con- 
verse affirmative is distasteful. In other 
words, it never will be or can be abso- 
lutely proved that mosquitos of one spe- 
cies are the only carriers of the yellow 
fever, but the evidence in support of that 
contention is of the strongest kind—far 
more than strong enough to compel the 
belief of all reasoning beings who Aare 
willing to reason on this subject as they 
do upon numberless others, including all 
the most important acts of daily life.

}at not being able to get at the d——d rascals,"* 
| while in a third, to ‘‘ my own dearest beloved 
| Emma,"’ he ‘I find myself within 
six days of the enemy, and I have every reason 
to hope that the 6th of June will !mmortalize 
| your own Nelson."’ The conclusion to this let- 
| ter, written off Barbados, June 4, 1805, Is at 
| once very characteristic and pathetic: 

**May God send me victory and us a happy 
and speedy meeting. Only pray for my suce- 
cess, and my laurels I shall with pleasure lay 
at your feet, and a sweet kiss will be an am- 
ble reward for all your faithful Nelson’s hard 
fag.’’ 

Another letter to Lady Hamilton, said to be 
one of the finest Nelson letters ever offered for 
sale, deals at considerable length with the 
writer's intention, ‘‘in case of any accident 
happening to me,’’ to make a settlement on 
Lady Hamilton out of the Bronte estate, and 
concludes, ‘‘ God in heaven bless you, my own 
fear Emma, and be assured that my only at- 
tachment is to you.”

The scheme also allows for the simul- 
taneous rescue of the people in the bal- 
conies above the exits through specially 
constructed ‘‘ window doors,”’ opened au- 
tomatically all at once, or by hand, which 
lead on to suspended galleries lowered ‘to 
the street by the same mechanism actua- 
ting the movable pit. 

The inventor, by these means, aims at 
emptying the theatre from pit to gallery 
within thirty seconds, whether the au- 
dience number twenty or two thousand. 

The galleries of each balcony are sus- 


| pended on hinges from heavy outriggers, 


which act as powerful single-arm levers, 
and turn around pivots fixed below the 
first balcony, 

On being lowered, all the outriggers and 
three suspended galleries move to the 
side, and descend to the level of the street. 
The outriggers are fixhd at their upper 
ends to wire ropes which run over a pul- 
ley on the roof through the lateral walls 
to the ground fleor, where they are 
wound on rollers fixed rigidly to the side 
walls. As the outriggers descend a trans- 
versal shaft is actuated through a coni- 
cal-toothed gearing, and the racks fitted 
beneath the pit as well as the pit itself, 
which runs on rails, are set in motion. 
The gearing is so actuated that at the 
| moment the outrigger galleries touch the 
| street the whole pit has been removed 
from the theatre building. The apparatus 
is designed to be operated from an in- 
closed cabin, either by means of a motor 
or by hand through a crank, on a fire 
signal being sent. 

A model theatre has been constructed 


by the inventor on the plans of the Karls- 
ruhe Court Theatre; but a real playhouse 
on these lines yet remains to be con- 
structed.

Vanderbilt, Jr.’s, turbine Tarantula and 
Howard Gould's speedy Niagara IV. last 
year aroused great enthusiasm. A return 
match between the two for a similar stake 
cannot fail of as keen an interest, partic- 
| ularly in view of the subsequent develop- 
ment of the fact that Tarantula was 
handicapped in the last race by an in- 
jury to her machinery before the start. 
This was not known at the time nor for 
some months afterward, when it leaked 
out quite unexpectedly. 

It was agreed at the time that there 
should be a return match. There have 
| been numerous impromptu brushes favor- 
ing one and then the other boat, but when 
the yachts race off Bridgeport on Friday 
it will be their first real meeting. 

Both will be in superb condition, as 
| each is now overhauling especially for the 
; test. Tarantula is at Jacob’s yard and 
Niagara at Morris Heights. Each will 
leave for Bridgeport on Thursday and 
will be capable of its limited speed. 
What this will mean remains to be deter- 
mined. Those who know Niagara say 
she has never shown her best in a trial, 
while it is known Tarantula has done 24 
knots without forcing. 

The willingness of Howard Gould to al- 
low his boat to compete for the Niagara 
IV. Cup necessitates three races in: one. 
Gen. Brayton Ives’s Vitesse will be a 
competitor for Niagara IV. Cup, and 
Tarantula is entered. At the same time 
Tarantula races Niagara IV. She will 
race Vitesse over the course, the three 
starting simultaneously. A special trophy 
is taken of between Vitesse and Niagara 
IV., so the three contests will be decided 
by one race. 

If Vitesse equals her accredited trial of 
a mile in 2:01, an average of nearly 30 
miles an hour, and a sustained speed of 
27.6 miles in 60 minutes, the Niagara IV. 
and Tarantula will have to show better 
than they have ever done in public. The 
last race between Niagara IV. and Taran- 
tula was won by Niagara IV. in 1:40:27, 
betating Tarantula over 44.85 nautical 
miles by 3 minutes 50 seconds. The same 
distance will be sailed Friday.

PATENTS FOR EXPORT GOODS. 


Advice to Manufacturers on Procedure 
in Germany. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Consul Gen- 
eral Mason of Berlin sends a report from 
Rohert. Grimshaw of Hanover, Germany, 
un the importance of securing patents on 
articles imported into Germany when such 
articles are patentable. 

“TI have often had occasion,’ he says, 
“to write American’ manufacturers and 
exporters on the subject of having what 
they have to sell in Europe patented in 
the countries where they” wish to sell 
them. From the point of view of the 
manufacturer patenting is desirable, be- 
cause it prevents the foreigner from doing 
what he has otherwise every legal right 
to do at any time that he sees that a 
foreign inventicn is meeting with success, 
and possibly success at his expense, in 
thut it is being sold in his territory and 
supplanting his own products, viz., make 
and use of it. 

“From the point of view of the selling 
agent in Europe, who is asked to spénd 
time and money doing missionary work, 
the desirability of patenting the new 
thing is evident from the first, and the 
conviction strengthens with the success 
of the agent in the unprotected territory. 
For the manufacturer has at least the 
protection of home patents, and if 
through leaving himself unprotected he 
loses his foreign fields, he has at least 
his own country to work in with no, »ne 
to say him nay.

| Wherever athletes gathered yesterday 
| the subject of debate was the forcing of 
athletic competitions by injunction. There 
was a goodly number of clubs represented 
in Judge Truax’s courtroom when the 
| hearing upon the injunction in the cases 
|} of Frank R. Castleman and John J. Joyce 
of the Irish-American Athletic Club came 
up. All expected some development in the 
| way of a sensation because of the bitter 


|Tivalry which was evident on Saturday 


| during the deciding of the Senior cham- 


| pionships of the Amateur Athletic Union. 
| Attorney A. S. Gilbert, who represented 
}the Amateur Athletic Union, moved to 
set aside the hearing for one week, and 
| as D. F. Coholan,. representing the Celtic 
| Park men, was willing, Judge Truax set 
the hearing down for Monday, Sept. 18. 
At that time the Registration Committee 
of the Amateur Athletic Union declare 
| that they will produce evidence that will 
result in the quashing of the injunction 
which forced the entry of Castleman and 
| Joyce last Saturday. 

After the court proceedings had ended 
|the athletes met in small groups and 
talked the matter over in all of its varied 
phases. All were agreed that the taking 
|of the matter of the disqualification of 
| Castleman and Joyce into court was bad 
|}and harmful for athletics. It seems prob- 


9|able that good will ultimately come out 


| of the proceedings, as a movement. was 
| put under way to provide a fund to crime 

inally prosecute athletes who persist im 
| entering competitions and winning prizes 
|under false representation. While this 
is new in athletics in this country, the 
same thing has been done in England. 
There it has had the salutatory effect of 
keeping men with shady records from 
competing in amateur meets, as the pen- 
alties that have been meted out tn the 
few cases that have been carried to the 
criminal courts have been sufficient te 
deter others from doing likewise. 

The more conservative of the athletie 
clubmen yesterday were of the opinion 
that a mistake had been made on Satur~ 
day in scoring Castleman and Joyce, To 
substantiate their opinion, they cited the 
case of the race horse Huron, af the time 
owned by Edward Corrigan, which was 
forced into the Futurity of 1891 by an in- 
junction of the courts. Huron.in that 
race actually ran second to His Highness, 
| but no notice was taken of his perfor- 
mance and he was not figured in the reo- 
ords of the race. It is contended that 
Castleman and Joyce should have been 
| allowed to run, as ordered by the Supreme 
| Court, but that no attention should have 
been paid to their placing in the various 
events. 

In the case of Castleman it wag said 
that the Intercollegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation would certainly prevent him from 
competing further in collegiate games be- 
| cause of his connection with the baseball 

team at Paul Smith's. 

Another pecullar feature of the tangle 
| brought about by the injunction is that 
| in holding the championship competitions 
last Saturday and scoring previously dis- 
qualified athletes the Amateur Athletic 
Union was forced into the position of 
annulling its constitution. This {1s the 
very fountain head and bulwark upon 
which athletics thrive and stand in this 
country. What effect it will have in the 
future is only subject for conjecture, 

It is further stated that after the pres- 
|ent difficulties are disposed of it will 
probably result in compelling the Irish- 
American Athletic Club to withdraw from 
membership in the Metropolitan Associa- 
tion, as their action in taking the dis- 
qualification of the two athletes to the 
courts was in violation of the rules of 
the Amateur Athletic Union. 

The most hopeful of the athletes believe 
that when the matters in dispute have 
been thoroughly thrashed out it will 
accomplish much toward clearing up the 
flagrantly bad conditions and practices 
that have existed here for some months 
past and drive out the offending men, 
James E. Sullivan, President of the Met- 
ropolitan Association, said that matters 
| had been bad for some time, and had at
